Extension of Sales 
Tax to Services 
May Be Repealed 
State Representative Charles 


(Chuck) Honey of Prescott had 
the ear of the entire state last 
week when he announced that if 
a special session of the General 
Assembly were called he would 
make an effort to include in its 
call a bill to repeal the 1971 act 
extending the sales tax to ser- 
vices. 


One example of the outrageous 


unfairness of putting a sales tax 
against services is the case of 
shoe repair. You pay 3 per cent 
tax when purchasing the shoes 
new, then an additional 3 per 
cent on every set of repairs. 


Obviously this is not a sales 


tax—it's a transaction tax, 3 per 
cent every time the mer- 
chandise is handled by a dealer. 
The same is true of automobile 
repairs and other common 
services. 


In 1934 when I was researching 


for a possible sales tax enact- 
ment in Arkansas—the enact- 
ment came in 1935—1 published a 
detailed warning against the 
very abuse that we have fallen 
into today. I reported: 


The first sales tax in history 


was enacted in Spain. It was fair 
enough to begin with, being 
confined to actual goods, not 
services. But soon enough it 
developed into a transaction 
tax—taxing an article every time 
it changed hands, and taxing 
services. 


Eventually the Spanish sales 


tax mounted as high as 60 per 
cent of the original coat of an 
article. The people rose in angry 
revolt—and the result was that 
the sales tax in its entirety was 
killed.

Pakistan charged India with 


launching another big offensive 
on four fronts around the bor- 
der of East Pakistan, but India 
admitted only one crossing by 
its forces and claimed they act- 
ed in self defense. 


A Pakistani army spokesman 


in Dacca reported Sunday that 
heavy fighting was raging on 
East Pakistan's western border 
near Jessore, in the east near 
Comilla, in the northeast at Syl- 
het and in the north at Dinaj- 
pur. 


Two Indian divisions, three 


armored regiments and several 
artillery units were involved, 
he said, adding that two Indian 
mountain brigades in the Dinaj- 
pur district had air support. 


Pakistani 
military 
officials 


earlier reported beating back 
five Indian assaults and said 43 
Indian soldiers, three Pakistani 
troops and 20 civilians were 
killed. 


The Indians said they moved 


into East Pakistan in a "fresh 
defensive action" after renewed 
shelling Saturday and Sunday 
of Indian border regions around 
Balurghat, the district head- 
quarters of west Dinajpur dis- 
trict. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Dennis Neeld reported from 
Balurghat that Pakistani guns 
shelled a crowded market place 
there Sunday, killing six civil- 
ians and wounding 14. Neeld 
said Indian forces destroyed 


three Pakistani tanks in the en- 
suing battle. 


Indian troops had reported 


crossing the border Thursday 
in the same area, about 200 
miles north of Calcutta, fol- 
Iwoing another alleged Paki- 
stani artillery attack. The In- 
dians also admitted entering 
the eastern province the pre- 
vious Sunday to repulse 
a 


threatened tank assault. 


The three border crossings 


were made under orders ap- 
proved by Indian Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Gandhi permitting 
troops to move into East Paki- 
stan in "self defense," Indian 
officials said. 


The Indians claim all the oth- 


er attacks against 
Pakistani 


troops have been made by East 
Bengali independence fighters 
calling themselves the Mukhti 
Bahini, or East Pakistan Liber- 
ation army. 


The Indian government radio 


reported heavy fighting today 
near Sylhet between the Mukhti 
Bahini and Pakistan's army. It 
said the rebels had advanced to 
within 12 miles of the town, 
which is 25 miles from the bor- 
der. 


Radio Pakistan 
also re- 


ported heavy fighting in the 
same area but said the battle 
was between the Indian and 
Pakistani troops. 


Officials in Rawalpindi, the 


capital of West Pakistan, ac- 
knowledged for the first time 
Sunday that Bengali guerrillas 
are involved in the attacks.

Palestinian students, women

Nixon Will 
Announce 
China Trip 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon, expected to an- 
nounce a date for his China trip 
within 48 hours, is described as 
eager to ease East-West ten- 
sions—but not at the expense of 
old friendships. 


Press secretary Ronald L. 


Ziegler said a desire to have 
meaningful consultations with 
major allies prior to journeys 
to Peking and Moscow was a 
key reason for Nixon's an- 
nounced intentions to meet dur- 
ing the next five weeks with 
leaders 
of 
Britain, 
France, 


West Germany, Japan and Can- 
ada. 


Talking to a group of news- 


men aboard Air Force One as 
the President flew here Sunday 
night from California, Ziegler 
said: 


"The purpose of the con- 


sultations is to inform our allies 
about our views of the world 
and to inform them about what 
the President intends to accom- 
plish .... The President wants 
to hear their views, and he's 
going to give his." 


Another White House official, 


who declined to be identified, 
said Nixon was bound for Pe- 
king and Moscow "to relax ten- 
sions but not to sacrifice allied 
unity" 


This source said the allied 


leaders would not be granted 
"an absolute veto" over any in- 
itiatives Nixon may take in the 
Communist capitals. "But," he 
added, "if there are grave con- 
cerns, they will be taken into 
consideration." 


Ignoring reports that hitches 


have developed, Zigler contin- 
ued to promise that a date for 
the President's Peking trip will 
be announced within 40 hours. 


There have been several pub- 


lished and broadcast reports 
suggesting the historic mission 
might be postponed or can- 
celed.

SAIGON (AP) - A big U.S. 


helicopter disappeared during a 
thunderstorm along the north- 
ern coast of South Vietnam, 
and 33 American troops were 
reported missing today. 


The pilot rndioed he had an 


emergency, then contact was 
lost. 


A spokesman for the U.S. 


Command, Maj. Richard Gard- 
ner, said the destroyer Epper- 
son was leading an extensive 
air and sea search. 


Gardner said the CH47 Chi- 


nook helicopter carried a crew 
of five and 28 passengers, all 
from the U.S. 101st Airborne 
Division, which is now being 
withdrawn from the Vietnam 
war. 


It was on a flight Sunday aft- 


ernoon from Da Nang to Phu 
Bai, the headquarters of the di- 
vision 50 miles north of Da 
Nang. Gardner said that 30 
minutes after taking off, the pi- 
lot radioed he had an emergen- 
cy. 


The helicopter was believed 


to have taken a route over the 
South China sea instead of fly- 
ing over land, Gardner said. At 
the time there were thunder- 
storms and low visibility, the 
command said.

A DO-IT-YOURSELF YOUTH GROUP—Keep the let 


ters coming in. There are a lot of young people out there 
who have done something worth-while for themselves 
and their communities. And we're starting to choose win- 
ners for our NEA-Caravelle Take Time to Get Involved 
Contest. 


The first merit winner is the Heritage Homes Youth 


Project from San Diego, Calif. 


Here's what they did: They had the same problem 


which many young people around the country complain 
about—a small, socially isolated community which of- 
fered nothing in the way of entertainment for young peo- 
ple There are no theaters and few recreational facilities. 
Judith Purdy wrote us "that the crime rate and drug 
abuse rate are very high. And no wonder, with nothing 
to do, the kids just hung around on street corners." 


But Bobby Ruiz, a local youth, organized the young 


people from Heritage Homes to do something about their 
problems. The project began in October, 1970, and one 
of the first things they did was to create their own enter 
tainment. They planned a Halloween concert and raised 
the money for ft from car washes and other services. 
Judith says it was the first Halloween in many years 
where "incidents between teen-agers and younger chil- 
dren ceased to exist and vandalism was almost nil." 


Then they went on to other problems. They have at- 


tempted to'set up mental health facilities with profes- 
sional help from University of California at San Diego 
Ceuter. Now they are trying to set up a permanent "hot 
line" for young people with drug problems. Their next 
job will be t'» get a bus t'J provide a means of transporta- 
tion outside their community. They've already sponsored 
camping trips and visits to beaches. The group raises the 
money themselves by doing special work within the com- 
munity . 


Most important, they meet a few night-, a week to dis- 


cuss problems It's a place to bring their questions and 
often find the answers or a place just to sit and rap with 


others of their age. 


As we promised, out will go our thanks to the editors 


of the San Diego Union Tribune for passing the letter 
along, a Caravelle watch to Judith Purdy for writing in 
about this group and a Bulova clock with a plaque to the 
Heritage Homes Youth Project. This makes them an offi- 
cial merit winner and eligible for the grand prize of 
11,000 to be given out at the end of '72.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


weeks after the end of the 
wage-price freeze, many con- 
sumers and investors appear 
troubled by the thaw. 


Some officials admit that the 


stock market's slump last week 
to the low point of the year 
could be blamed largely on 
public uncertainty whether the 
Phase 
2 ceilings are 
tight 


enough to hold down inflation. 


Businessmen also are con- 


cerned about the possible im- 
pact of price guidelines on the 
prospect for profits and by the 
persistent sluggishness of busi- 
ness recovery. 


White House economists had 


expected an economic rebound, 
based on a revival of con- 
fidence 
that 
the wage-price 


spiral was under firm control. 
But the pattern of pay and 
price actions for a fortnight has 
suggested more flexibility than 
firmness. 


Most of the Phase 2 rulings 


have 
been 
exemptions 
and 


exceptions to the established 
guidelines on wages and prices. 


Business was alarmed at the 


broad implications of the Pay 
Board's first big wage case, in 
which it approved a scheduled 
coal wage increase of at least 
15 per cent, nearly three times 
the 5.5-per-cent guideline for 
new increases. 


On the price side, the official- 


ly predicted upsurge of post- 
freeze markups is in progress. 
About 200 of the 1,500 biggest 
companies—those having $100 
million or more annual sales 
and required to "prenotify" the 
Price Commission of planned 
increases—already have served 
such notice. 


The 
commission 
had 
ap- 


proved six by the weekend, in- 
cluding Chrysler 
Corp. 
and 


American Motors, for increases 
averaging 4.3 per cent. Only 
one request had been rejected. 


Some of the pending boosts 


are painfully high. 


Steepest of all, ironically, is 


that of the quasi-governmental 
U.S. 
Postal 
Service, 
which 


wants to raise rates on third- 
class mail—mostly advertising 
matter, a major business cost— 
bvu'ft.'tf'In«#I &nt:' The Posiat 
Service said it would make the 
change today unless overruled 
by the Price Commission. 


Officials predict the upsurge 


in prices will subside after the 
first of the year and that the 
price trend then will take a 
downward track toward Presi- 
dent Nixon's goal: an inflation 
rate of 2 to 3 per cent by late 
1972. 


C. Jackson Grayson, chair- 


man of the Price Commission, 
appealed during the weekend to 
the heads of the 1,500 big corpo- 
rations to announce if they in- 
tend to hold the line on prices. 


"In the newspapers these 


days," Grayson said, in tele- 
grams to company presidents, 
"we read only of the companies 
that are requesting price in- 
creases. Many of these increas- 
es are justified by increased 
costs. We don't read of the 
many companies that have de- 
cided to hold prices down or of 
those that are actually reducing 
prices." 


Still another source of busi- 


ness concern is the hazard fac- 
ing Nixon's tax legislation, in- 
cluding the business-stimulating 
7-per-cent investment tax credit 
and repeal of the auto excise 
tax. 


The 
Democratic-controlled 


Senate has tacked on a rider 
that would enable each tax- 
payer to contribute $1 of his in- 
come tax to a presidential cam- 
paign fund by checking a box 
on his income tax return. 


The proposal, seen by Re- 


publicans as an effort to bail 
out the financially strapped 
Democratic party, has led to 
speculation President Nixon 
might veto the whole tax pack- 
age—even though it is a key 
part of his Phase 2 proposals.

starts work today to iron out 
differences between the Senate 
and House versions of the tax 
relief program. 


Meantime, the delay 
has 


locked up billions of dollars 
worth of new consumer buying 
power, plus additional billions 
of business investment in new 
job-creating plant equipment 
and machinery.

Hopes for a realignment of

ly abandoned.

Arkansas Supreme Court ruled 
today that the city of Fort Smith 
failed to demonstrate that it 
acted lawfully in the discharge 
of I,n Verne Sanders as fire chief 
on Oct. 29. 19(59. 


The decision written by Asso- 


ciate Justice George Rose Smith 
came on an appeal Sanders had 
filed from a circuit court deci- 
sion at Fort Smith. The circuit 
court decision had upheld the 
procedures followed in discharg- 
ing Sanders. 


Circuit Judge Henry M. Britt 


of Hot Springs, sitting as a spe- 
cial judge on the case, had ruled 
also that the Fort Smith Civil 
Service Commission should con- 
duct a hearing to determine 
whether "good cause" existed 
for the discharge of Sanders. 
The city also appealed from this 
decision, but the Supreme Court 
did not address itself to the ap- 
pnal filed by the city. 


City Administrator Clifford V. 


Keheley notified Sanders of the 
dismissal in a letter in October 
1969. The letter said, among 
other things, that Sanders had 
failed to carry out instructions 
to develop programs to train 
new firemen. 


The city's Civil Service Com- 


mission, like the circuit court, 
ruled that proper procedures 
had been followed in dismissing 
Sanders. 


Smith said, however, that Fort

Police Check of 
High Officials 
Now Common 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Dale Bumpers says it is now 
standard procedure for State 
Police to check on every per- 
son hired for a position of a 
sensitive or "trust" 
nature 


within state government. 


Bumpers revealed the infor- 


mation in connection with an- 
other statement. He said the 
procedure of having persons 
who were being considered for 
top jobs checked without their 
knowledge had proved some- 
what embarrassing. He said 
that times a neighbor would tell 
the person in question, "tne po- 
lice were out here asking me 
about you." 


The governor said the policy 


had been changed three or four 
months ago. He says that now 
persons who are under consid- 
eration for a top echelon job 
are advised that a police check 
will be made on their back- 
ground. 


When informed a newsman 


wanted to do a story on the 
practice, Bumpers was leery, 
fearing "the people will think I 
am running a police state." He 
agreed to provide the informa- 
tion if he could see the story 
before it was printed. 


"I have never asked a re- 


porter to submit something to 
me in advance, but in this case 
I think the situation is so sensi- 
tive I would like to know what 
is being written," he said. 
Bumpers was shown a copy of 
the story in advance and voiced 
no objections. 


James A. LaMonica, adminis- 


trative 
aide 
to 
Bumpers, 


handles the "credit check" on 
the potential employes. He said 
checks have been made on 40 
to 50 persons and that four or 
five had been rejected for em- 
ployment as a result of the in- 
vestigations. 


The name of a candidate for 


a top government position is 
submitted to I-aMonica who 
then turns it over to the State 
Police Criminal Investigation 
Division. 


"We don't recommend that 


the person be hired or not be 
hired," LaMonica said. "We 
simply give the governor the 
report on the person and he or 
the department head makes the 
decision whether to employ the 
person." 


I^aMonica said one of the per- 


sons was rejected because it 
was discovered that he had been 
charged with a felony for shop- 
lifting. He said the other nega-

things as alcoholism or bad per- 
sonal habits.

In other people the num- 


ber of red cells is increased 
because of som? problem or 
situation. People living at an 
altitude where there is less 
oxygen in the air produce 
more red blood cells. This is 
the body's way of compen- 
sating for less oxygen in the 
lungs. At very high altitudes 
natives have blood cell val- 
nes of 55 per cent or more. 
well in excess of the figure 
from your test. People who 
have lung disease that de- 
creases the available oxygen 
—like that seen in heavy cig- 
arette smokers — have the 
same response, c a u s i n g 
"thick blood." Heart failure 
and other heart problems 
sometimes cause this too, 
usually because of a problem 
in delivering oxygen by the 
circulation. 


There are people who have 


thicker blood because the 
bone marrow produces more 
cells than it should. These 
people have a slightly dif- 
ferent 
problem 
and 
may 


have no symptoms of illness 
cr a variety of complaints. 


Obviously, treatment de- 


pends on what the cause 
really is. If it is lung disease, 
the lung disease must be 
treated. If it is simple loss 
of water, that needs to be 
corrected. If the bone mar- 
row is producing too many 
cells, sometimes 
medicines 


are given to control this. 


Unless there is some other 


reason, blood is usually not 
removed unless the percent- 
age of cells exceeds 55 per 
cent of the blood. Then this 
is sometimes done. M a n y 
people w i t h this disorder, 
however, live for years with- 
out difficulty and y e a r s 
l o n g e r after it becomes 
necessary to remove blood 
from time to time. 


Minor variations 
of the 


percentage of cells occur 
from day to day and there 
is even a lot of variability 
from the test procedure. To 
be s u r e what a reading 
means, several t e s t s are 
necessary.
